County Assessor James Sleeper’s 
off-hand estim ate put the number at 
1000, but after a few minutes thought 
he doubled his estimate. 
The allen poll 
tax law is now In 
effect, and under 
its provisions the 
duty of registration of every alien 
male in the county subject to its 
provisions rests with County Clerk 
Backs. 
The responsibility of col­ 
lecting $10 per alien from each of the 
men registered rests upon County 
Assessor Sleeper. 
Supplies Arrive 
Backs has just received his regis­ 
tration supplies, and he is now ap­ 
pointing deputies to receive regis­ 
trations. 
Under the law at. least 
one registration deputy m ust be ap­ 
pointed in each school district. 
The 
compensation is IO cents per regis­ 
tration. 
Registration 
this 
year 
must be completed by August I. 
“The responsibility of seeing that 
he Is registered 
rests 
upon 
the 
alien,’’ said Backs. 
“It is much the 
same as It was in the registration 
for the draft. 
The deputy is ex­ 
pected to make a canvass and to 
get in all of the names possible. How­ 
ever, should he miss anybody, the 
alien is responsible for the failure to 
register. 
Under the law failure to 
register is a misdemeanor.’’ 
On Angust I collection of poll tax­ 
es may be commenced by the assess­ 
or’s office and this year they must 
be completed in December. 
The as­ 
sessor is to be allowed 
one 
field 
deputy for each 1000 registrations or 
fraction thereof. 
Using the registration certificates 
turned over to him by the county 
clerk, the assessor's deputies are to 
go out after the money. 
In case 
an alien refuses to pay or hasn t the 
cash, the deputy must seize 
the 
alien’s personal property and sell it 
if necessary. 
The entire system of registration 
and collection 
haB 
been carefully 
worked out and Is enacted into law. 
Topics of the law have been receiv­ 
ed by all local county officials who 


have anything to do with the admin­ 
istration of the act. 
Mostly Mexicans 
The blanks received by Backs re­ 
semble 
the 
voter’s 
registration 
blanks in size and arrangement. Each 
alien registered is to be given a re­ 
ceipt. 
Any alien who is unable to 
write his name at the bottom of the 
certificate must place 
his 
thumb 
print as well as his cross mark upon 
the line elected for his signature. 
By far the larger number of regis­ 
trations In this county will be among 
Mexicans. 
The county officers rec­ 
ognize that the Mexicans will be the 
most troublesome of alien residents 
of this county to deal with for the 
reason that many of the Mexicans 
cannot read nor write and will not 
understand the reason for registra­ 
tion and taxation. 
The second largest nationality to 
be registered in this county will be 
the Japanese. 
There are also quite a number of 
Greeks in the county. 
The number 
of Greeks has Increased 
consider­ 
ably in the last three or four years. 
They are to be found almost entire­ 
ly in the bootblack stands. 
Very 
few of them are farmers. 
"I have no figures to go by in mak­ 
ing an estim ate as to the number of 
aliens there are in the county,’’ said 
Backs. 
“Even were the draft fig­ 
ures available, they would not be re­ 
liable, for conditions have changed a 
good deal, and among the Mexicans 
are a great many who are migratory 
in their habits. 
Money to Schools 
“W e are to register males only, 
and only those who are over 21 and 
under 60, excepting paupers, idiots 
and insane persons. 
The man who 
has taken out his first papers but 
who has not yet taken has final pa­ 
pers m ost register.” 
The money that is collected is to 
be turned in to the unapportioned 
county school fund, from which it 
will be distributed through the regu­ 
lar channels to the various schools 
of the county. 
Press dispatches state that a fight 
will be made in the courts by the 
Japanese In an effort to secure a 
decision finding the act unconstitu­ 
tional. 
“As I understand It,” said Backs, 
“this fight will not be made at the 
time of registration but at the time 
of payment.”

The council has a fund of $12,000 
for rem odeling the city hall and in­ 
cluded In the plans for alterations 
and im provem ents 
are 
provisions 
for better and larger com fort 
sta­ 
tions at that point. 
Cannot Divert Fund 
Clyde Bishop, special city counsel, 
is authority for the statem ent that 
no portion of that fund can be used 
for construction of stations on Main 
cr any other street in the city. 
In rem odeling the city hall it is 
proposed to move the toilets to the 
basem ent, increase the facilities and 
m ake an entrance to the basem ent 
from Main or Third streets. 
Space occupied by the stations in 
the present nrtangem ent at the city 
hall is needed for office rooms for 
city officials, and will be so
